The preliminary kill estimate, 
up nearly 12,000 animals from 
1966 and the sixth highest on the 
state’s records, is based on deer 
counts made by the Department 
along major highways running 
north and south in Michigan. 

A final, more refined estimate 
on the season’s harvest will be 
made next spring from:the De- 
partment’s annual posteard’ sur- 
vey of licensed hunters. 

Results of the Department’s 
traffic tallies indicate that hunt- 
ers took 65,500 bucks this sea- 
son, a somewhat better-than- 
average figure which stands 
about 6,000 animals above the 
1966 total. Antlerless deer kill, 
meanwhile, rose to an estimated 
37,900, also about 6,000 higher 
than a year ago. 

By regions, hunter success fell 
{pretty much in line with the De- 


tions. . 

In the Upper Peninsula, where 
state game men looked for the 
kill to be no. better than last 
year because of winter deer 
Josses, hunters took an estimated: 
26,700 whitetails. Their harvest 
of 14,700 bucks and 12;000 antler- 
less deer was dawn about 1,500 
animals from 1966. - 

It was a different story for 
hunters in the northern Lower 
Peninsula who largely accounted 
for the statewide increase in kill, 
They took 64,800 deer—40,800 
bucks and 24,000 antlerless ani- 
mals—to top their 1966 total of 
52,450. 

No information is available at 
this point for estimating 1987 
deer license sales and the sea- 
son's hunter turnout.

So says Mrs. Mona Bellé 
Fahrney of Springfield, Mo., 
who ought to Know. From the 
-same start, peeling an. apple, 
Mrs. Fahrney has won renown 
as a designer and creator of 
apple dolls. Making the dolls 
is a family project, in which 
she enlists the aid and enthu- 
Siasm of her husband, Ben, 
and her daughter, Dorothy. 

Apple dolis aré in the tradi- 
tion of making dolls from ma= 
terials at hand, and they re- 
flect the home craftsmanship 
of early America. Though craft 
specialists have -revived the 
custom of making these dolls, 
they are still quite a novelty. 
And, says Mrs. Fahrney, apple 
dolls will always be unique, be- 
cause no two heads turn out 
the same. 

Even though the features 
‘are identically carved in fresh 
apples, the final result cannot 
be known until the apple heads 
have completely dried, 

Insthe Fahrney family, wire 
bodies for the dolls are con- 
structed by Mr. Pahrney, while 
the apple heads are carved by 
Dorothy Fahrney Murphy, 4 
portrait artist who is, in pri- 
vate life, Mrs. K, L. Murphy. 


Mrs, Fahrney“completes the- 
dolls, with-unugual. costumes...

Set this in a gran- 
iteware kettle. 

Place a lighted sulphur can- 
dle'in a small dish and set it on 
a mound of damp sand, inside 
the kettle and alongside the 
apples. 

Cover kettle and leave apples 
inside until sulphur is burned 
up. This helps preserve color 
of the apples, and kills any in- 
sects which might be present. 

Remove apples and set to 
dry, indoors. This usually.takes 
two weeks or longer. To fur- 
ther preserve the apple color, 
add clear nail polish to the 
faces, immediately after apples’ 
are dry. ‘ 


- Apple doll bodies can be con- 


structed from wire and bits of 
wood. The wire should be stur- 
dy, but flexible enough for 
arms and legs that can be bent 
at will, or made to stand or sit. 

Wire body, arms and legs are 
covered with cotton batting. 
‘Twist thread around batting 
and. fasten.té-hold-firmily: 

Attach apple head, still on 
stick, to body, securing with
